To Establish Its Control 
On Kerosene Business

The bill to establish a government mo- 

poly on kerosene in Germany: was intro-

The two parties are credited with con- 
trolling 213 out of 397 votes in the Reichs- 
tag. Alleged Associated Press dispatches

Experts Exempt Lubricants 
From Model Fire Ordinance 


Recognition was given the non-inflamma- 
bility of lubricating oils and the absence 
them of any particular fire hazard, by the 
leading fire insurance and fire protection ex 
perts of the country when they dropped those 
oils from all consideration in constructing a 
proposed model ordinance to regulate the stor- 
age and handling of petroleum and its prod- 
ucts, at a meeting of the committee on laws 
and ordinances of the National Fire Protection 
Association at New York City, December 3. 

The action followed the report of a sub- 
committee pointing to the non-hazardous na- 
ture of the heavy oils, and after some discus- 
sion by the committee members to the effect 
that the incorporating of the lubricating oils 


uld only tend to complicate the ordin 


wo 
and added no advantage to the general public 
On motion by Col. B. W. Dunn, of the Burs 
of Explosives, a member of the committee, 
the heavy oils were struck out. As the pro- 
posed ordinance now reads it includes, in 
three classifications, all inflammable liquids 
flashing up to 200 degrees Fahrenheit by the 
Tagliabue open cup, which so far as petroleum 
and its products are concerned, affects only 
gasoline, the naphthas and burning oil. 
Consideration of the proposed model ordi- 
nance on storage of inflammable liquids lasted 
a week in sub-committee and before the full 
committee. As presented for preliminary con- 
sideration at the last meeting of the Independ- 
ent Petroleum Marketers’

These chap- 
ters were accordingly drafted from the regula- 
tions incorporated in the old form and the 
division thus made was approved by the ful 
committee. Under the new form any refiner, 
jobber or retailer, or any paint or varnish 
manufacturer or retailer need go to only one 
chapter to learn all that applies to his par- 
ticular business. 
BACK TO ASSOCIATION. 

After consideration by the full committee 
the ordinance was referred back to two sub- 
committees for further revision and to be 
whipped into legal shape. After further con- 
sideration by the full committee, probably by 


mail, the ordinance will be submitted to the 
annual meeting of the National Fire Protec-

Danger in Kerosene for That Use. 

The use of coal oil in starting a fire in a 
stove or grate is a most dangerous practice. 
To understand what is happening while a fire 
is being kindled one must know about “flash 
point’ and “burning point.” If a shaving or

It takes less flame to light a small or thin 
piece of wood because there is more surface 
in proportion to its mass. So, “kindling wood” 
is used. 

BEGINNING WITH A MATCH. 

We begin by heating the little piece of wood 
in a match so that it will flame. The match 
head has powdered flint or glass in it which 
gets hot enough when rubbed to light the 
phosphorus in it which takes fire at 140 de-

Within the past three or four years chem 
istry has given us what it terms graphite in 
collodial form. In this form it is said that 
the tiny particles of graphite diffuse them- 
selves through the oil, and apparently reduce 
the adhesion among the molecules of the oil, 
in other words, that they reduce the internal 
friction of the oil. Furthermore, that these 
particles of graphite are so infinitesimally fine 
that they will readily pass through filter paper. 

If the chemists are correct in their ideas, it 
means probably more useful oils, but it does 
not in any way lessen the usefulness or the 
demand for a thin, tough flake graphite, for 
no matter how much an oil may be increased 
in its usefulness, the bearing surfaces must 
always be considered, and the perfecting of 
these bearing surfaces is accomplished only 
through the use of a thin, tough flake graphite.
